Judge 
Howard O. Speakman sentenced her 
to be hanged. 


May 11 was fixed as the date for 


execution. 


Before sentence was passed Mrs. 


Judd stood before Judge Speakman 
and attempted to argue that evidence 
presented in the case was not suffi- 
cient ot convict her. 


Shi charged that County Attorney 


Lloyd 37 Andrews had npt presented 
all the evidence in the case of the 
shooting of Mrs. Leroi and Miss Hed- 
vig Samuelson. ' 


"These women were jiot .killed in 


bed," Mrs. Judd declared a moment 
before Judge Speakman set the date 
for her hanging. She maintained her 
composure and showed no. signs of 
nervousness. 


Judge Speakman stopped her several 


times during her argument. 


"You have been in California and 


Arizona in the hands of the police for 
months," the judge said. "H you had 
anything more to say than is in the 
records of this court, then was the 
time to have said it, not.now." 
'•"Have you anything to say that is 
within the records- of --this case?" he, 


•Those girls were not mti 
Mrs. Judd declared in her brief ar- 


gument that Andrews had failed to 
show that the girls were shot while in 
bed. She said there was no motive, 
no anger nor premeditation 
in. the 


shooting. 


After sentence as passed, she was 


taken from the courtroom to her cell 
in the Maricopa county jail, to await 
removal ot the state prison at Flor- 
ence. 


Judge Speakman denied a motion of 


her lawyers that a stay of three days 
be granted for her removal to the 
prison.

Garner Candidacy 
Denied By Rayburr 


Texan Asks Judge How- 


ard to Withdraw From 


Georgia Primary 


WASHINGTON,— (/P) -A statement 


that Speaker Garner is not a candidate 
for the Democratic presidential no'mi- 
nation and would not file in any state 
primary was made Wednesday by Rep- 
resentative Sam Rayburn, Democrat, 
Texas. 


Rayburn, chosen leader of Garner's 


advocates at a rally in San Antonio 
Monday, telegraphed Judge G. H. 
Howard of Atlanta asking him to 
withdraw from the Georgia primary 
as a proxy for Garner. Howard filed 
Monday in the Roosevelt state, say- 
ing that if he on he would throw the 
state's vote to Garner at Chicago. 


"As a friend of John N. Garner and 


speaking for his host of friends," Ray- 
burn's message to Howard said, ''it is 
my earnest desire'that you not enter 
the Georgia primary either as a proxy 
or in any other sense as a representa- 
tive of Mr. Garner." In a separate 
statement Rayburn said: 


"Speaker Garner is not a candidate 


for the Democratic presidential nomi- 
nation, although sentiment in his fav- 
or is developing rapidly throughout 
the country. 


"He not only has not entered • his 


candidacy in any state primary, but 
he will not do so. Of course, under 
these circumstances he would not en- 
ter the primary in Georgia through ; 
proxy."

Truck Crops Show 
Decrease in Sevier 


Irish Potatoes Is the Only 


Acreage Increased 


This Year 


DEQUEEN, Ark—With the excep- 


tion of Irish potatoes considerable de- 
crease is indicated in the acreage of 
truck crops in Sevier county this year 
as compared with the acreage for the 
years 1930 and 1931. Estimates on Irish 
potatoes indicate an increase over 1930 
and about the same as in 1931. 


According to Charles U. Robinson, 


county agent, the decrease in acre- 
age in truck crops has been made up 
by an increase in food and feed crops, 
and the fewer acres are being givfii 
better care. It is thought that the 
orcbable production of 1932 crops-will 
be two or three times that of 1930 or 
1931. 
The drouth of 1931 injured truck 


crop production in Sevier county al- 
most as much as the drouth of 1930. 
and the quality of products shipped 
both years was not up to standard. 
Robinson said that it is reasonable to 
expect that with a normal season for 
1932 the farmer will get greater dol- 
lar returns from truck crops, depend- 
ing of course upon market prices. 


Robinson said that standardisation 


of varieties used in truck production 
as done much to make Servier county 
known as one of the leading 
truck 


producing counties. Carietics are used 
which are recommended by the brunch 
experiment station at Hope.

tax returns for themselves and their 
subsidiary or affiliated 
companies. 


Two more administrative clauses re- 
mained to be written before the com- 
mittee could vote upon the proposed 
tax on a selected list of manufactur- 
ers. 


They were proposals to repeal the 


provision allowing credits on foreign 
taxes paid by American 
enterprises 


and to modify the capital gains and 
loss tax of the existing revenue law.

interests with subsidiaries will be per- 
mitted to continue filing returns on 
jont profits fur the corporate tax.

This hits at some of the highly paid

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The Cold Rains in Winter 


Cauic Milk Flow to 


Be Decreased 


Much has been asald about the "year 


rqun'd" pasture season in Arkansas, 
and there Is a possibility of mlsundef* 
standing the winter conditions here 
Ih consequence, states W. H. Woodley, 
Extension dairyman, University of Ar- 
kansas College of Agriculture. 


It Is true that this state does not 


have the zero weather, the snow, 
and the number of successively'cold 
days thai are found in the states far* 
(her north, and it is also true that, the 
cows do not need the expensively built 
burns that are necessary in these cold- 
er, states. However, when the shelter 
is needed by the Arkansas cow, It is 
.iceded Just as' much as by the cow In 
the tat north. The cold rains of fall 
and winter In Arkansas are more try- 
ing t othe dairy cow than the dry 
cold of zero weather. 


On damp or wet days of the season, 


shelter will pay well in saving feed 
or keeping up the milk flow. All of 
the body processes are slowed down 
When the body is cold, so that feed 
which should be used in making milk 
or in bringing about body growth must 
be used to keep the. body warm, un- 
less shelter Is provided. 


Arkansas .may not have quite as 


many days when shelter is needed as 
some of the norther states, but on 
those days when it is needed, the de- 
mand is just as great as the results of 
shelter,Just as important as any nor- 
thern state.

Tobacco Ads Upheld 


WASHINGTON-(fl>)-Utah's right 


to keep -advertisements • of 
cig- • 


arettes, cigars— all tobacco in fact— 
off its billboards was upheld Tues- 
day . by , the Supreme Court. All 
the justices- agreed. . 


Justice Brandeis dwelt upon the 


fact that 'such sales .methods are 
thrust upon the public. 


The .Utah statute also prohibited 


tobacco advertising in street cars 
arid by 'placards elsewhere and 
Justice Brandeis said they too were 
placed where one saw them wheth- 
er he wished to or not. ' 


He said there as little founda- 


tion in the claim that Utah had 
discriminated against billboard ad- 
vertising in favor of the newspa- 
pers, magazines and the radio. 


"In the case 'of newspapers and 


magazines," he said, "there must 
be some seeking by one who is to 
see and read the advertisement. 
The radio can be turned off but 
not so 'the billboard or street car 
placard." ; 
"These distinctions," • he added, 


"clearly place this kind of adver- 
tisement (billboard) in a position 
to be classified so that regulations 
or prohibitions may be imposed 
upon, all within the class. This is 
impossible, with respect to news- 
papers and magiziries.

Pearce Brothers 


On Convict Farm 


Charles Pleads Guilty to 


Murder; Don Waives 


Right to Appeal 


LITTLE ROCK—Don and-Charles L. 


Pearce Wednesday were sentenced to 
serve Ife sentences in the penitentiary 
for the murder of James K. Chappie, 
cashier of the Arkansas Gazette dur- 
ing the pay roll holdup January 9. 


Charles, who was employed by the 


Gazette as a linotype operator for 12 
years, Wednesday appeared in First 
Division Circuit Court and pleaded 
guilty to having participated in the 
holdup which resulted n Mr. Chappie's 
death. 


Judge McGehee ordered a jury em- 


paneled to hear the brief statement of 
facts about the crime and explained 
that by agreement a verdict of life im- 
prisonment should be returned. 


Don Pearce then appeared before 


Judge McGehee and' expressed will- 
ingness to waive the statutory time 
for filing a motion for a new trial. He 
also was sentenced to life imprison- 
ment the punishment fixed last Sat- 
urday by the jury which heard the 
testimony against him. 


Neither brother was willing to make 


a statement. Before the legal proce- 
dure • was started in the courtroom, 
they were taken before Judge Mc- 
Gehee in chambers and the action 
outlined. 


Charles Pearce said that pe wanted
